3. The administration of the Shan States was peacefully corducted during the 
year. With a few exceptions the conduct of the Chicfs was satisfactory, while 
several of them have earned high praise for their efforts to prevent abuses and to 
preserve a pure and efficient administration. In particular, the increasing interest 
displayed by the Sawdwas of the Northern States of Hsipaw, Tawngpeng and 
South Hsenvwi is reflected in the growing prosperity of the people entrusted to 
their charge; in the Southern States the Sawbwa of Yawnghwe continued toseta 


good example to his fellow Chiefs as a zealous and enlightened ruler; and under 


the female rule of Sao Nang Tep Hti La the State of Kenghkam ts reported to be 
flourishing and the general standard of comfort to be :mproving. The mutual 
relations of the several Chiefs with one another were satisfactory. In the greater 
part of the States the seasons were favourable, and the crops good. Heavy early 
rains would have viven bumper crops in the Northern States, and though counter- 
acted by "wind, insects and rain at harvest, gave a good return in the minor 
crops of sessamum, wheat, tea, potatoes and tobacco. fleavy rains destroyed the 
taungyas and caused distress in Mahe Liin State; floods destroyed the crops of 


_ ¥Yawnghwe and Myelat, and led to a local rice famine, which was relieved by the 


philanthropic efforts of the Yawnghwe Sawbwa. The small rice-crop of Karenni 
was good, but since the bulk of its food supplies is drawn from the regions affected 
by the scarcity, some shortage and distress occurred. The good crops in 
Pecstini induced an increasing number of people to take up agriculture, and here 
and elsewhere local troubles were relicved by remissions of taxation and by 


-agncultural loans. The external trade of the States declined, except in timber on 


the Salween and Mekong. Internal trade was brisk in the Northern States, where | 
the jarge immigration of Chinese coolies made labour plentiful. A large sum was 
expended on improving the Government road from Taunggyito the Railway at 
Thazi. The road and mule track from Taunggyvi through Takaw and Kéngtang 
to the Salween was improved. Important roads were constructed in the Northern 
Shan States, in Mong Mit and in the Kodaung Hill Trac's, and Shan and Karen 
Chiefs made a notable advance in the eanstruction of rest-houses and bazaars. 
The Forest Department largely increase! their area under rescrvation. in. the 
Southem Shan States and completed working-pians of teak reserves in the 
Northern Shan States, wiere the Bombay Burma. Trading Corporation took out 
a lease of certain forests, in place of hases now expiring. Greater interest in 
education was evinced by the opening cf schools maintained by private bencvo- 


fence; the working of the Department was improved by the restriction of the 
‘mumber of registered schools, and the development of the schools retained. 


Public health was good; small-pox of a imild type, rarely occasioning death, 


was prevalent; there was no plague, and vaccination and the use of quinine 
became inore popular.

43. By a Proclamation issued by the Governor-General in Council on the oth 
April 1897 under section 49 of the Indian Councils Act, 1861, the terntaries for 
the time being under the administration of the Chief Commissioner of Burma 
were constituted a Province, to which the provisions of the Indian Councils Act, 
186;, touching the making of laws and regulations for the peace and ¢ 
government Ks t 
applicable; and the Chief Commissioner of Burma for the time being, Sir 
Frederic William Richards Fryer, K.C.S.1., of the Indian Civil Service, was 
appointed the first Lieuten nt-Governor of the Province, with all the powers and 
authority incident to such office. By the same Proclamation the first day of May 
1897 w s specified as the date from which these provisions should take effect, 
and the number of Councillors whom the Licutenant-Governor might nominate for 
his ssistance in making laws and regulations was fixed.at nine. The Council 
then constituted as legislative authority remained unchanged from 1897 upto 1909, 
when its personnel and powers were enlarged by the Indian Councils Act, 1 

44. Lhe Councilthus enlarged consists of the Lieutenant-Governor as Presi- 
dent, and of a maximum of fifteen ordinary members. One member ss elected by the 
Burma Chamber of Commercc; the remaining fourteen are nominated by the 
leutenant-Governor, with the sanction of the Governor-General. Not more than 
six members may be officials; the rest must be non-official ; and at least four 
must be selected from the Burmese population, one from the Indian, and one from 
the Chinese Community. The .Lieutenant-Governor may also nominate two, 
official or non-official, expert members, having speci | knowledge of subjects 
connected with proposed or pending legislation. The term of office for non 
official members is three years; for official or expert members three years, or 
Such shorter period as the Lieutenant-Goverior may determine at the time of 
homination.
